The book 
is provocative, at times irritatingly dogmatic, but it is worth reading. Perhaps a 
better title will be found to give it a better market.

The moral wisdom and clear, simple form of these tales give them the true folk flavor, and 
the life of the Kim family is woven into the story and brought up to date in a final sec- 
tion on Korea today.

THE STORY OF PAMELA $1.50 


Pamela is a smart, temperamental chimpanzee from the jungle, who is trained 
for the stage - but her quick rages and undependability,when she is not the center of 
interest, lose her the theatrical career and send her to the zoo. There she can have 
audiences all the time, and her tricks can be displayed over and over. Told in the first 
person, there's a certain glee in Pamela's outbreaks, in her very human jealousy, in her 
devotion to her trainer, in her delight in the children's amusement in her talents. Not 
the type of book that has a sure market but it has an amusing difference from the usual 
animal tale.

Not fiction in a strong narrative sense, this story of circus horses (only 
Abner is a mile) is really the biographies of the six - what kind of horse they are, 
where they came from, how they happened to get into the circus, how they were trained, 
and what their acts consist of. The background material is interesting, sometimes un- 
usual, and the circus feeling is authentic. The author's illustrations, six in four 
colors, 31 in two colors, and 15 in black and white, (the full colors are not the hap- 
piest of the lot) add further detail to the information presented.

She went hunting in the fall with her beloved master, Mr. Hoops, and 
had puppies in the spring which she and Mr. Hoops trained for hunting in the fall. It 
was a wonderful life until the fateful day when Mr. Hoops’ mother-in-law's allergies 
drove ‘the dogs out of the house to live in the little village city hall basement, where 
they all had to adjust to some important changes. Happily they did, and when it seemed 
as if they had outstayed their welcome, Reddy proved her usefulness to the community 
in a dog-like way.

EXPERIMENTS WITHOUT FIRE $2.00 


A collection of some fifty-odd, simple, safe experiments on Sound, Centrifugal 
Force, Pendulums and Light. Clear, easy to follow directions, and good coherent organi- 
zation are evident throughout. Also evident, however, is the occasional tendency to sim- 
plify- via the techniques of glossing over, stretching the truth and dubious analogy. The 
continual emphasis on "Nature's Laws" serves only to imply a sense of causality which many 
scientists and teachers of science would question, for it has no business in a science 
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book for grade-school level. "Nature made color to help us tell things apart and give us 
pleasure in looking at the world",-pleasant though the thought may be, has no business in 
a science book for any age level. Children will, we trust, enjoy doing the experiments 
and pass over the philosophizing. Pictures by Frederick T. Chapman and the author. The 
material really straddles this age group and the next.

SANCHO OF THE LONG, LONG HORNS $2.50 
* A well-written western of Chapo, a teen age cowboy who made a pet of a long- 


horn. Texas ranch and the excitement of a boy going “up the trail" to Dodge City with 
the cattle. Rival cattle owners, swollen rivers, nesters, and a boy's affection for a 
big, beautiful, strong steer, emerge as more than just another western. Chapo's adven- 
tures, his efforts to save Sancho (of the long horns) from the usual fate of steers, 
the near ruin of the Big Dipper herd, disasters, and Sancho's own unique solution are 
told in excellent prose. Illustrated with chapter headings and many full page drawings 


by Robert Frankenburg. J.L.G. (10/9) 


Snedeker, Caroline Dale Doubleday 
LUKE'S QUEST $2.00 


The fictionalized story of Iuke, a young Greek priest who turned from devo- 
tion to Esculapius, the Greek God of healing, to Christianity and the great work of 
writing the Scriptures. Excellent research in the early Christian period makes this 
good background materiel for parochial schools. To the story of Luke's quest for. those 
who knew Christ and remembered His words, there is added the love story of Iuke and 
Demaris. Paul, who converted Luke, sent him alone to write the story which has come 
down through the years as Luke recorded it. Nora Unwin, well known for her wood cuts 
and illustrations on Biblical themes, is the artist. (10/9)

Jackson, Jesse 
ANCHOR MAN $2.50 

Unfortunately an uninspired race-problem book, for although an unusual angle 
is offered, it doesn't build up to much feeling of reality. It centers around Clarence 
Duke, a Negro who spurns the acceptance of a white community, because he is' too embitter- 
ed against whites to live in harmony with them. A fire forces a white high school (with 
only one Negro boy student) to admit a group of Negroes, and Clarence, one of the “burnt 
out" children, is among them. He hates all whites because his brother was cheated by a 
white boxing manager. His precariously flashy adjustment to the white group, as a valu- 
able team member, is upset when the prejudiced principal unfairly suspends Duke for a 
time, thereby proving to Duke that all white men are his enemies. He is a foil for Char- 
ley, a Negro who is happy and accepted in the white section. Eventually Duke admits 
that Charley has not gone against his people through his acceptance of the advantages 
offered by others. Since comparatively few, if any, white communities have opened their 
doors freely to Negroes, this book seems to dwell on a fairly theoretical aspect of the 
problem, especially unreal to the age level for which this book is written. In any case, 
not a very engaging book. Illustrated. (10/1) 

Martin, Fran Harper 

SEA ROOM $2.50 


An uneven story of youngsters at the seaside, who build and race sailboats. 
All the traditional characters are here:- hero, a Henry Aldrich type, represented by 
Joe Skinner; Ducky Skinner, nuisance younger brother; Joe's loyal gang; a poor little 
rich boy who is pampered by his parents, who has no respect for his fabulous gifts, 
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until the gang teaches him the right way by ignoring him. A final sailing race barely 
fails to staunch the tidal wave of sailing terms;- but then there are not’ too many spe- 


cialists in the sport. Illustrated. (10/1) 





van der Haas, Henrietta Harcourt, Brace 
VICTORIOUS ISLAND $2.50 


A story of Dutch resistance in which 14 year old Jan de Vries, whose father 
had disappeared in a bombing,learns the hard lessons of action for the common good that 
are heartbreaking to undergo. For he must play dumb around Nasis, he must help his 
grandmother smuggle food, and he mst accept the Allied bombing of the dikes against 
the sea, that the Nazi forts may be worthless and their Army cut off...The despair of 
losing the garden island, Walcheren, and the belief that this crisis must be heroically 
successful affords many adventures for Jan, and his lazy cousin, Janus...and gives a 
believable picture of Dutch sufferings and fortitude. The black and white illustra- 
tions are by Dutch Gerard Hordyk. (8/21) 


Choate, Florence Lippincott 
& Curtis, Elizabeth LYSBET $2.50 


This is Dutch Niew Amsterdam in the years of Stuyvesant's governorship, the 
years of struggle against the Indians, against English machinations. English-born, 
Elizabeth, who has been ransomed from the Indians, is raised in the Varleth family in 

the Dutch customs. Her adventures include helping English regicides, unmasking a thief 
in the household, surprising a would-be English attacker, and refusing to leave her adop=- 
ted home when she learns the truth of her parentage. Plenty of history, contemporary 
background, for a story that may satisfy an omnivorous audience. I11‘'d authors. (9/10) 


Lippincott, Joseph Wharton Lippincott 
BLACK WINGS $2.50 
* A refreshing nature book. Here is the life story of a popular villain, the 


crow. Fabled and, as the author feels, maligned, there is no doubt that he is an au- 
dacious, even picaresque character. But the author has made the crow of this book 

more than a black devil. He appreciates the daring, the clever, the part-hero Caw- 

caw, and he engages and holds the readers'sympathies as he sketches anew a character 

in the animal world that has become a caricature. Caw-caw's life history is, of course, 
accurately described by this experienced writer of natural history. There are 20 Lynn 
Bogue Hunt illustrations to add to the very pleasant quality of this book. (9/2)

HIDEOUT $2.50 
* The stimulating background of this excellent story makes this exceptionally 


good, fresh reference material for schools and libraries, as well as good reading. In 
Concord of the 1830°s, Emerson, the Thoreaus and their strange friends, accepted into 
their circle, one Reuben Downs, alias Dave Gallup. Reuben loved horses and wanted to 
be a stage-coach driver. But the times pointed to railroads. When Jacob, the boy's 
Father, through over-generosity and under-caution, was put into debtor's prison, the 
burden of earning a living for the family and getting his father out of jail, fell on 
Reuben. A fight with the vicious jailor put Reuben in jeopardy. Flight to Concord and 
an assumed name was a hard beginning.

They are without any historical perspective, are 
taken out of the context of history, of the world and of Spain in relation to any other 
country, or itself. The description of the bestial and brutal struggle of these three 
“heroes” is an account of harrowing cruelty and a lust for gold, as these “white men" 
cut through villages of Indians, leaving behind razed areas, wiping out whole popula- 
tions in best Hitlerian fashion, offering no justification for their viciousness and 
dishonesty other than a very feeble claim to converting the defeated Indians to Chris- 
tianity. If the object of the book is to depict three dishonorable rogues, in the worst 
colonial tradition, this has a claim for being read in the gory details of battles. A 
mass of research with no scholarship or historical sense.
